Doctor pioneered 
drug treatment

E] CERRITO — Joel Fort ap- 
pears to have reasonable beliefs: 
Drug addicts should be treated 
and not criminalized; there are 
underlying causes for why peo- 
ple use drugs; and cigarettes and 
alcohol are among the biggest 
drug problems in the country. 

But in the 1960s, Fort was 
something of a lone wolf. Few 
people listened when he began 
to advocate these concepts 

“I was often described, and 
my views were often described, 
as controversial,” he said. 

In the 1960s, viewing drug 
abuse as a health-care rather 
than a law enforcement problem 
was a new idea. But within 10 
years, it was becoming more ac- 
cepted and Fort was considered 
ahead of his time. 

“There was no other voice at 
that time saying things like (Fort 
was),” said Thomas Ungerleider, 


a professor emeritus of psychia- 
try at UCLA, who worked with 
Fort on a book on LSD in 1968 
“He (Fort) was a pioneer, he was 
a leader.” 

Fort, an El Cerrito resident 
since the 1960s, recently received 
a lifetime achievement award 
from the Contra Costa County 
Alcohol and Drug Program Ad- 
ministrators Association of Cal- 
ifornia. 

He’s spent a lifetime as a pub- 
lic health pioneer, treatment 
provider, author, criminologist 
and advocate for improved ser- 
vices to the public. 

He was originally an English 
and philosophy major when he 
attended state university in his 
native Ohio. But he became at- 
tracted to medicine and later 
graduated from Ohio State Uni- 
versity as a doctor in 1954. 

“I became increasingly at-

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Typically, she’s more wor- 
ried about the kids than she is 
about herself. “These children 
need a lot of individual atten- 
tion,” she says. “Even the 1/20 
ratio in my classroom is a joke. 
What’s going to be happen to 
them next year, when the ratio 
is 1/30 or even 1/40? They’ll 
just be crushed.”

She can’t help 
it; she’s a born teacher. But one 
day, sooner or later, she’s going 
to get tired of hitting her head 
against the wall.

mentioned that rattlesnakes 

are out and about in the re- 
gional parks, becoming more ac- 
tive as the weather gets warmer. 
It seems a good idea to offer 
more information about these in- 
teresting, though potentially dan- 
gerous animals. 

First a word of reassurance. 
Visitors to the regional parks 
are very seldom bitten by rat- 
tlesnakes, And in virtually 
every snakebite case, the vic- 
tim was attempting to pick up, 
harass, or in some way handle 
the animal. A word to the wise 
is sufficient, as the proverb 
states. 

Rattlesnake common in the 
regional parks are the North- 
ern Pacific rattlesnake, a sub- 
species of the Western Rat- 
tlesnake. These are not 
aggressive creatures. They do 
not initiate attacks, they won't 
chase people down the trails. 
They are ambush hunters that 
prey on mice, lizards and other 
small animals. 

Rattlesnakes can usually be 
found in grasslands, rocky ar- 
eas and brush piles, because 
that’s where their find their 
prey. Snakes regulate their 
body temperature by moving 
back and forth between warm 
and cool surfaces. Sometimes 
they can be seen warming 
themselves in the middle of 
roads and trails, especially in 
the morning and late after- 
noon. However, if you stay on 
park trails and watch where 
you are going, you can gener- 
ally avoid them. 

Rattlesnakes look a lot like 
gopher snakes, a non-ven- 
omous species also common in 
this area. Rattlers have a trian- 
gular head that’s noticeably 
larger than their neck; a thick, 
non-glossy body; and a blunt 
tail with the rattles on the end. 
When alarmed or threatened, 
they hiss and rattle, creating a 
sound like sizzling bacon. 

Gopher snakes have a head 
only slightly larger than their 
neck. Their bodies are slender 
and glossy, their tails are 
pointed, and they have no rat- 
tles. However, when threat- 
ened, they sometimes hiss and 
thrash their tails around in dry 
grass and leaves, creating a 
rattlesnake-like sound. 

Rather than relying on your 
skill at differentiating, it’s best 
not to disturb any snake or for 
that matter any other wildlife 
in the regional parks. Just ob- 
serve from a distance and en- 
joy the experience. If you find 
a rattlesnake by a picnic table

or other developed area, don’t 
attempt to deal with it yourself. 
Notify park staff immediately. 
The staff will remove the snake 
to a remote location. 

Female rattlesnakes do not 
lay eggs. They bear their young 
alive, and may stay with them 
for about a week until the 
young rattler is old enough to 
fend for itself. 

Most of the information for 
this column comes from Katie 
Colbert, a park district natural- 
ist who works at Sunol Re- 
gional Wilderness in southern 
Alameda County. Colbert has 
studied rattlesnakes for years. 
In fact, she has captured rat- 
tlesnakes, had them implanted 
with transmitters, then re- 
leased them to the wild and 
tracked their movements. Col- 
bert is keeping track of three 
implanted rattlesnakes right 
now at Sunol. 

Rattlesnake bites are seldom 
fatal to people in good health. 
But the bite is extremely 
painful, and the toxins in the 
venom can cause tissue dam- 
age. Cut-and-suck first aid 
techniques have long been dis- 
credited as doing more harm 
than good. Drinking whisky or 
other alcoholic beverages as 
“snake-bite medicine” also is a 
poor idea. The best treatment 
is to keep the victim calm and 
at rest, obtain professional 
medical help, and get the vic- 
tim to a hospital as soon as 
possible. As Colbert says, your 
best snakebite first aid equip- 
ment is your car key. In a re- 
gional park, notify the staff im- 
mediately so that emergency 
assistance can be given. 

Colbert and other natural- 
ists often conduct programs for 
the public about snakes and 
other reptiles. For schedules, 
check out the park district Web 
site at www.ebparks.org. 

As I mentioned in the previ- 
ous column, dogs can occa- 
sionally be bitten by rat- 
tlesnakes, because dogs are 
curious by nature and explore 
with their noses. They ténd to 
run right up to snakes, barking 
and sniffing. If they’ve found a 
rattler, the result can be a very 
unhappy dog and an astronom- 
ical vet bill. 

So keep your dog under 
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control at all times. If you hear 
that rattlesnakes have been 
seen in the area, it’s best to 
leash your dog. 

While we’re on the subject 
of dogs, here are some re- 
minders about the rules for 
dogs in the regional parks, 

Unless otherwise posted, it’s 
OK to have your dog off-leash 
in park district open space and 
the back country, as long as 
the dog is truly under your 
voice control and will return to 
you when called. If the dog 
starts harassing park visitors, 
wildlife or grazing cows, it 
needs to be placed on a leash 
immediately. Remember that 
not everybody likes to have 
dogs running up to them, even 
if the dog is just being friendly. 

Dogs must be leashed in 
staging areas, picnic areas, 
lawn areas, regional inter-park 
trails (Contra Costa Canal 
Trail, Iron Horse Trail, 
Lafayette-Moraga Trail, etc.), 
and other areas so posted. 
Places where dogs are not al- 
lowed include swim beaches, 
Ardenwood Historic Farm, and 
the Tilden Nature Study Area. 

An exception to the leash 
policy is Point Isabel Regional 
Shoreline in Richmond, where 
dogs are allowed off-leash 
throughout the park, as long as 
they are under their owner’s 
control. In all the regional 
parks and trails, owners are 
supposed to pick up their dog’s 
waste. There are plastic bag 
dispensers at various locations 
for this purpose. 

Park visitors are allowed to 
walk a maximum of three dogs 
per person at any one time 
without a permit. With a per- 
mit, you can walk up to a max- 
imum of six dogs. Professional 
dog walkers must have a per- 
mit, no matter how many dogs 
they are walking, up to a maxi- 
mum of six at a time. For per- 
mit information, contact the 
park district Police Department 
at 510-881-1833. 

Check the park district web 
site for more details on dog 
rules. Common courtesy is the 
bottom line. A little bit of it 
goes a long way toward ensur- 
ing a pleasant park experience 
for everyone.

Fast, furious and 
very out-of-place 


AST FRIDAY WAS a typical spring day in El Cerrito 
— cool and cloudy. But the scene outside El Cerrito 


igh School was anything but gray and drab. Stu- 
dents walked toward campus wearing the school’s green 
and white colors. Some held bunches of balloons. A car 
parked on Ashbury Avenue was festooned with placards 
celebrating the class of 2003. It was youthful exuberance 
at its best. 

Youthful exuberance, however, takes many forms. 

Cars tricked out to look and sound like wannabe street 
racers from the movie “The Fast and The Furious” roared 
along Ashbury past the high school, bass boosters blasting 
away. These cars, as they typically do on a school morn- 
ing, accelerated loudly for the small stretch of open space 
in the heavy traffic before them. The point is to show off: 
an unsafe part of youthful exuberance that makes adults 
wish a police car was patrolling the area. 

Unsafe — and yet commonplace — as these antics 
might be, things went to another, uglier, level last Friday. 

A tricked-out white hatchback, probably a Honda, rum- 
bled southbound past pedestrians and just as suddenly 
was facing northbound on Ashbury outside El Cerrito 
High’s football field, its driver standing beside the vehicle. 
The driver engaged in some words with two young men 
walking past. Their motions and gestures initially seemed 
to indicate some horseplay typical of teenage males, but it 
quickly became apparent much more was afoot. 

A loud expletive-laced exchange took place and one of 
the passersby started removing his jacket, a sign a fight 
was about to take place. The young motorist was obviously 
prepared for the moment, reaching into his ride and taking 
out an aluminum baseball bat. 

He swung the bat and struck the jacket-removing 
passerby in the leg, then was wrestled to the ground, as 
the two tried to take away the bat. One of the two was 
struck in the head and was bleeding. A young woman in 
the car came out and joined the tussle. Another young 
man passing by tried to break up the fight. 

The young motorist ultimately got up, put the bat back 
behind the driver’s seat and rumbled away. He left behind 
one young man bleeding from the head and another limp- 
ing. 

It all happened very quickly, it went beyond youthful ex- 
uberance and it left anyone who saw it wishing the police 
were nearby. 

El Cerrito’s police are stretched thin to patrol the city 
and it’s hard to predict where incidents will happen — ex- 
cept in front of a high school near graduation time. 

Exuberance and displays of speed at this time of year 
are reason enough for police to consider having a pres- 
ence in the area when students are arriving at or leaving 
campus, and last Friday’s incident only emphasizes that 
need.

Further, residents are asked 
for donations to keep school 
programs alive. Placing most of

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Communication — in all forms — is 
crucial to gaining parent involvement 


the school community.” 

Several of us had worked 
hard organizing an event for par- 
ents, and only a few showed up. 
But when I came across this com- 
ment in an evaluation, it made it 
all worthwhile. 

That small group of parents 
committed to working toward 
improvements at our school, 
and has already begun to do so 
in the few days since this event 
was held. 

This was one of several 
meetings held in the past few 
weeks as we work through im- 
proving the way we plan for 
the coming year, carry out our 
work, and monitor progress. A 
big part of improving this 
process is involving more peo- 
ple, and involving them in a 
more meaningful way. 

We didn’t hear from just the 
same small group parents we 
usually hear from. One session 
targeted African-American par- 
ents. Another group contained 
several parents for whom Eng- 
lish is their second language. 

Although it seemed like we 
had done a lot through the year 
to communicate with parents, a 
strong theme was that they 
want more information. 

They want to know what is 
going on, and sending home 
written announcements isn’t 
enough. They suggested a spe- 
cial welcome event for parents 
whose first language isn’t Eng- 
lish. 

One parent said she wanted 
to have a directory of students’ 
phone numbers so she can help 
her children expand their circle 
of playmates. 

This comment made me re- 
alize that by not providing 
these kinds of connections be- 
tween parents, we’re perpetuat- 
ing divisions between children 
who live in different neighbor- 
hoods, which often amounts to 
a racial division. 

It’s not surprising parents 
have ideas on how to involve 
parents more. But the depth of 
comments on instructional is- 
sues was amazing. Parents 
asked probing questions about 
test data and made suggestions 
such as having teachers work 
more closely with colleagues at 
the same grade level. 

They want to work as a 
team with teachers. They want 
to talk more with us about im-

portant issues such as race and 
language. They said they would 
do more to support the school’s 
goals if the staff took more 
time to explain those goals. 

I’ve gone to training ses- 
sions where experts tell us 
what it takes to get more par- 
ents involved, why children are 
struggling, and even how 
teachers can go about making 
improvements in instruction. 
Clearly we have experts on 
these issues right in our school 
communities — in our parents 
and students, as well as people 
who don’t usually spend time 
on our school campuses. We 
can tap into this expertise if we 
are respectful, ask questions 
that go beyond the surface, and 
listen to the answers. 

The potential payoff is 


tremendous, and could come at 
a time when we need it most. 
One of the questions on our 
parent survey asked what 
would cause them to volunteer 
more at school. The second 
most common response, after 
“If | had more time,” was “If I 
knew what help was needed.” 

While parents gave good 
suggestions for improvement, 
the outreach effort was also a 
morale booster. The bulk of the 
responses were overwhelm- 
ingly positive. 

One of my favorites was the 
answer to a survey question 
asking parents to tell their chil- 
dren’s worst experience at the 
school: “Ninguna por que ellos 
les gusta su escula.” (None, be- 
cause they like their school.) 

This is a connection with a 
parent we never would have 
made had we not taken the 
time to put out the survey in 
Spanish, and translate the re- 
sponses.

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Student bus pass boosters appeal cut 


@ With a $50 million 
deficit, AC Transit looks at 
$4 million program

OAKLAND — Proponents of 
youth bus passes designed for low- 
income East Bay students were 
among those appealing Wednes- 
day to the AC Transit board to 
spare their program while filling 
an estimated $50 million budget 
deficit for the coming fiscal year. 

District officials propose a raft 
of service cuts and fare increases 
to balance the books. 

The bus pass program, which 
is in the middle of a two-year test- 
ing period, was introduced last 
year after intense lobbying from 
East Bay lawmakers, teenage stu- 
dents, and faith and community 
leaders who hailed it as a form of 
“transportation equity” that would 
allow students to get to school. 

The program was meant to ad- 
dress a trend noticed by West Con- 
tra Costa school officials. A 1999 
study revealed school attendance 
plummeted toward the end of the 
month because parents did not 
have money to pay for bus fares. 
Students who receive free lunches 
qualify for the program. 

The proposed elimination of 
the bus pass program is one of the 
several fare cuts the board is con- 
sidering, along with service re- 
ductions. 

Officials may eliminate day 
passes, 10-ride passes and 31-day 
passes on local and transbay 
routes while introducing a $30 lo- 
cal 15-day pass and a $50 trans- 
bay 15-day pass. Transfers may ei- 
ther be cut altogether or limited to 
one use within an hour of is- 


suance. 

A decision on the fare restruc- 
turing could come as early as next 
week, while the route reduction 


decision could spill over until July. 

At Wednesday’s hearing, many 
of the same people who helped 
launch the student pass program 
appealed to the board to save it, 
saying eliminating it would have 
a negative effect on the nearly 
35,000 students who depend on 
AC Transit buses to get to school. 

Alameda County Supervisor 
Keith Carson, one of three law- 
makers who supported the pro- 
gram, said students were promised 
at least two years of free or re- 
duced-cost bus access, and he 
asked the board not to go back on 
that vow. 

“We promised a two-year bus 
pass that would be free to families 
who couldn't otherwise afford it 
and we promised every other 
(middle and high school student) 
that they would pay less for a ride 
to school, to work or to grandma’s 
house,” Carson said. “We stood by 
them then and we must stand by 
them now.”

to spare the bus pass program. 
Most of them were from the Light- 
house Community Charter School 
in Oakland. 

Genevieve DeBose, a sixth- 
grade teacher at the school, said 
she incorporated the bus passes 
into her teaching. They've allowed 
her to take her students on field 
trips to UC Berkeley and other 
places to enhance their education. 

AC Transit spokesman Mike 
Mills said that while the youth pass 
program has been successful, it is 
also expensive, costing the district 
about $4 million a year. That 
money is invaluable as the district 
faces a deficit that is almost a fifth 
of its $250 million budget. 

Mills said the cuts are last-re- 
sort options, which follow drastic 
measures the district took this year 
to increase revenue and reduce 
costs. AC Transit has already put 
off buying new buses and other 
capital improvements, and elimi- 
nated 127 non-driver positions in 
the last two years.

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tracted by the subject matter and 
by the opportunity it offered to 
do something very positive to af- 
fect people’s lives,” said Fort, 73. 
“I saw it as a way of doing some- 
thing important in life in terms 
of reaching people.” 

He became interested in psy- 
chiatry, law, and legal and illegal 
drug abuse after seeing how com- 
mon it was in the artistic and lit- 
erary world, He learned more 
when he took up a residency at 
the United States Public Health 
Service Hospital in Lexington, Ky. 

There, from 1955 to 1958, he 
treated hundreds of patients for 
drug abuse, violence and sexual 
problems. It was a pivotal expe- 
rience, as he integrated what he 
learned there into his career. 

Fort completed his residency 
in psychiatry at Herrick Memo- 
rial Hospital in Berkeley in 1958 
and decided to stay in the Bay 
Area. 

He was offered a job direct- 
ing an existing alcoholism pro- 
gram in San Francisco. He de- 


clined that job and instead, in a 
two-page proposal offered to cre- 
ate a new program, called the 
Center for Special Problems to 
treat people with drug, violence 
and sexual problems. 

It was the first such clinic in 
the country to treat all of those 
problems in one place and to 
view the issues, such as homo- 
sexuality or drug abuse, includ- 
ing alcoholism, in a more sym- 
pathetic, constructive way. 

People who dealt with those 
issues were widely considered 
deviant but Fort took a new ap- 
proach. The clinic was also con- 
sidered groundbreaking because 
it offered a variety of treatments. 

Today, programs that treat 
drug users are viewed much 
more favorably and are more ac- 
cepted than they were 40 years 
ago, said Chuck Deutschman, the 
director of the Alcohol and other 
Drugs Services division of the 
Contra Costa Health Services De- 
partment. Deutschman called 
Fort a “legend” for recognizing 
addiction as something other 
than a moral.failing and advo- 
cating that position before any- 
one else did. 


“He’s been someone who’s 
willing to take risks and chal- 
lenge the conventional wisdom,” 
Deutschman said. “He still does 
that, he’s very much an advocate 
for patients, providing humane 
services to all people that are suf- 
fering, without blaming and that 
sort of stuff.”

“We need additional sales tax 
revenue,” Carter said. “It might as 
well go to Albany instead of El 
Cerrito (where a Target is now lo- 
cated).” 

“It’s a pretty rough neighbor- 
hood there and we'll be glad to 
have Target help us make a better 
area down there,” said Murray 
Bruce, a business owner near the 
proposed site. 

Albany planning manager Dave 
Dowswell said planners have 
worked with Target for a year and 
consulted with the Albany police 
and fire departments to make sure 
they have access to the site. 

Target also is paying a per-

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see the land redeveloped, the 
agency wants to see it redeveloped 
so we would help him (Oewel) in 
some way to do that,” said rede- 
velopment manager Lori Trevino. 

Oewel still needs to negotiate 
a purchase with the owners of two 
adjacent properties, which, to- 
gether with the redevelopment- 
owned property, is to be used as 
the site of underground parking 
for his mixed-use project at the 
Del Norte BART station. 

Those parcels, known collec- 
tively as the Mayfair block, are a 
block north of the BART station, 
and bounded by Knott Avenue, 
Kearney Street, Cutting Boulevard 
and San Pablo Avenue. 

The city cannot accept an ap- 
plication for a development unless 
the developer has control of all the 
properties at that particular site. 
The negotiating agreement will 
sidestep that issue and allow 
Oewel to submit an application be- 
fore he owns the Mayfair block. 

“It gives me the ability of es- 
tablishing controlling interests in 
the site so I can proceed with my 
application for the Del Norte 
BART transit village project,” said 
Oewel, who has an exclusive 
agreement with BART to develop 
the site. “The city would like us to 
go forward, we want to go forward 
and this is a step that will allow us 
to do that.” 

Ina plan first shown to the City 
Council last spring, Oewel wanted 
to build a mixed-use development 
comprised of 348 residential units, 
52,000 square feet of office space 
and 89,525 square feet of retail 
space, including a fitness center. 

Last spring, the council ap- 
proved the creation of design 
guidelines instead of a specific 
plan for the site. Design guidelines 
are less restricive than a specific 
plan, which would impose re- 
quirements such as how much 
parking or residential units must 
be included. The city is still in the 
process of creating those design 
guidelines. 

This is the second time Oewel 
has attempted to develop the site. 
He proposed a development, 
which included a movie theater, in 
1996, but public opposition dis- 
olved the project. 

“It was highly debated and 
highly charged and we withdrew 
our application back in 1997 be- 
cause of that controversy,” he said. 
“And we sat back when a new gen- 
eral plan was formulated and 

_ adopted.” 

Oewel said the agreement he 
wants the redevelopment agency 
to consider was also put in place 
during his first crack at Del Norte 
development. 


The redevelopment agency will 
give direction on whether to go 
forward with the exclusive agree- 
ment on Monday, June 16. It will 
come back to the agency for a fi- 
nal decision in July. 

“This is a first step but it does- 
n't mean the city will go forward 
with this particular project; it just 
says we're going to talk about it,” 
said community development di- 
rector Jill Keimach, adding that if 
the city does proceed with it, the 
project could be built as soon as 
four years from now.

center conceived there. That re- 
port examined consequences the 
complex would have had on a 
number of factors, including traf- 
fic and noise. 

The city approved an adden- 
dum to the study in 2000 after an 
office complex was proposed for 
the site to avoid the time-con- 
suming task of doing a completely 
new environmental analysis. 

In July, the city’s Reinvestment 
Agency will consider approving a 
second addendum to the 1998 en- 
vironmental report, a use permit 
and the building design necessary 
for the store to be built.

He founded other innovative

One of the most common com- 
plaints when borrowers refinance a 
30-year fixed rate mortgage is that 
they have to start the amortization 
term all over again. 

Most people know that they 
could choose a 15- or 20-year 
amortization, but that can make the 
payment unaffordable. 

The shorter the amortization, the 
more principal a borrower pays with 
the payment. Over a 30-year amor- 
tization, little principal is paid in the 
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first five years. In fact, a borrower 
does not begin paying significant 
interest until 15th year of a 30-year 
mortgage.

Instead of limiting amor- 
tization to five year increments of 
10- 15- 20- and 36-year amortiza- 
tion, they are allowing the borrow- 
ers any number of years they de- 
sire between 10 and 30 years.

“If someone owns a property like 
that, he should sell in a seller's mar- 
ket,” Hanleigh added. 

Buck usually steers her clients 
away from any home with “a neg- 
ative,” she said. “! can find them 
something else.” Still, some buyers 
can use problem properties to their 
advantage. Broker Greg Wang rep- 
resented a client several months 
ago who bought a house in Fre- 
mont that hugged Interstate 680.

“It was in a very good school 
district,” Wang said. “That made a 
difference.” 

Real estate agents all agree on 
one caveat: If you buy a discounted 
house, you'll probably have to sell 
at a discount relative to similar 
homes without problems, such as 
being on a busy street. 

David Martz, an agent in Los 
Gatos, specializes in houses with 
issues. In fact, he bought one him- 
self. 

“It allowed me the opportunity 
to buy my first house with a 5 per- 
cent down payment and build up 
enough equity to buy a house in 
Willow Glen,” he said. “| have story 
after story like this.” 

The key is being able to stay put 
for several years or more, depend- 
ing on the economy, he added. 
Anyone who bought a home at the 
peak market in 1989 would have 
been stunned to watch home val- 
ues plunge during the recession 
that followed. But, Martz said, if that 
person stayed in the home until 
now, “you would have doubled the 
price of your home.” 

In the fall of 1998, Nick 
Bougopoulos, a 37-year-old cor- 
porate lawyer, bought a two-bed- 
room, one-bathroom house a few 
blocks from the Pink Poodle strip 
club in San Jose for about 
$260,000.

To sell or to hold? is a question 
we are often asked. Occasionally 
the query comes from someone so 
sure the housing market is about 
to go bust that he's thinking of sell- 
ing and renting instead. 

More frequently, people who 
own the house they live in, plus an- 
other that they rent, are the ones 
asking if this is the time to sell. 

Just this week | talked to two 
people who moved from houses in 
this area to others further away. 
They weren't sure when they moved 
if they would want to stay in their 
new locations, so they found ten- 
ants for their houses and they be- 
came landlords. 

For one of these owners; land 
lording has gone rather well for a 
number of years. When “Bill” 
moved out of state, he hired a friend 
to watch over his house, to arrange 
repairs when needed, and to han- 
dle tenant turnovers. There have 
been few problems, no unpaid rent 
or property damage, no lawyer 
needed to sue or evict. 

Depreciating his house has less- 
ened the income taxes he's had to 
pay on the rent he's received. And 
the value of the house has gone up. 
Nevertheless, because his current 
tenant is moving, Bill is wondering 
if this might be the right time to sell. 

The second absentee owner | 
talked to this week, “Mary,” has al- 
ready made her decision. Her ten- 
ant is also moving, and Mary, hav- 
ing thought about it for the year 
since she left, knows that she will 
never go back. While she loved her 
old house and garden, she enjoys 
her new place even more. 

She'd like to get out of the land- 
lord business now, she explained, 
while she can still get a home- 
owner's tax break on the sale.

Bill is also worried about other 
issues. What if there is an earth- 
quake and his investment turns to 
rubble? 

What if his friend who manages 
his building leaves the area, who 
would he hire to replace her? 

Plus, he's heard, rents are go- 
ing down, not up. Can he rent out 
the house for the same rent he's 
been getting? 

Both Bill and Mary asked me 
questions: What is my house 
worth? What will it cost me to sell? 
How much fix up will | have to do? 

By coincidence, this week, too, 
| am discussing these same ques- 
tions with my brother Greg. My 
mother left to Greg and me a house 
in Napa in which, at one time, Greg 
and his wife lived. He has a happy 
life in Ohio now and no emotional 
ties to the Napa house. For him, it 
is strictly an investment. 

Greg would like to retire in the 
next 5 years and hopes to use pro- 
ceeds from the Napa house to pay 
off his Ohio mortgage. He has a 
specific dollar figure in mind, the 
amount it will take, after paying 
taxes, to pursue his retirement 
plans. 

He tells me that he is nervous 
about the general economy.

| do know that most real estate 
in this country has been rising for 
a number of years.

term. Kim and Barbara Marienthal 
and Soheyl Modaressi were 
among 16 Bay Area residents who 
took part in a humanitarian mis- 
sion to distribute 1,200 wheel- 
chairs in Iran, a long-planned trip 
that became more challenging be- 
cause of the war in nearby Iraq.

i When should you lock in 
an interest rate? 
INMAN NEWS FEATURES 

During the third week in 
March, interest rates on home 
mortgages increased by more 
than 0.5 percent. Borrowers who 
locked in an interest rate the 
week before were protected 
against the rate increase. Those 
who did not lock in a rate in time 
were stuck with a higher interest 
rate and a higher monthly mort- 
gage payment. 

Before the mid-March rate in- 
crease, mortgage rates were hit- 
ting new multi-decade lows fol- 
lowing a string of negative 
economic reports. Then, the 
stock market staged an impres- 
sive rally in response to the out- 
break of the Iraq war and assess- 
ments of a swift victory. Interest 
rates jumped as bond yields fell. 

A lengthy stay in Iraq or a stall 
in the economic recovery could 
cause interest rates to subside 
again. However, many econo- 
mists believe that the recent cycle 
of decreasing interest rates may 
be coming to an end. If so, the 
general direction of interest rates 
could be higher rather than lower 
in coming months. 

You can protect yourself 
against the threat of higher inter- 
est rates by locking in an interest 
rate. An interest rate lock, also 
called a rate lock or lock-in, is a 


guarantee from a lender to give 
you a certain interest rate even if 
rates move higher. 

A rate lock is good for a cer- 
tain period of time. If you close 
the loan within the designated 
time, the lender will honor your 
rate lock even if interest rates 
have moved higher since you 
locked in. However, if interest 
rates drop during this period, you 
may not receive the benefit of a 
lower interest rate. 

HOUSE HUNTING TIP: The 
timing and cost of a lock-in will 
vary depending on the lender and 
how far along you are in the mort- 
gage approval process, Some 
lenders can lock you in at the 
time the mortgage application is 
submitted. Others require that 
your loan be fully approved be- 
fore you can lock in. 

Lenders usually charge a fee 
for a rate lock: the longer the lock 
period, the higher the fee. For ex- 
ample, suppose that you and a 
friend are both applying for mort- 
gages with the same lender. Your 
loan is fully approved and you 
can close within 15 days. You will 
pay 1/4 point less to the lender 
than your friend who is just start- 
ing the approval process. He 
can’t close for 30 days. If he 
needed 45 days to close, the rate 
lock would cost 1/2 point more 
than you are paying. 

“Points” is a term lenders use 
for the mortgage origination fee.

Problems are a fact of life. And 
each of us has a different way of 
dealing with them. In a remodeling 
project it's inevitable that there will 
be a few problems. For example, it 
is impossible to know what is in- 
side a wall until you open it up to 
do electrical work, or to know 
what's underground before you 
start digging for an addition. 

Despite thorough planning and 
preparation, there will probably be 
at least one time during a remod- 
eling project when something un- 
expected occurs. In remodeling, it’s 
not a question of if there will be a 
problem, but when - and how both 
you and your contractor choose to 
address it. 

To increase the likelihood that a 
problem will be handled satisfac- 
torily once a project is underway, 
you'll want to’ do your homework 
long -before any work ever begins. 
When deciding on which remod- 
eler to hire, one important question 
to ask yourself is what it will be like 
to communicate with this person 
when a problem arises. Along with

consideration of work quality, you'll 
also want to choose a remodeler 
because of his or her ability to hear 
what you have to say, and to deal 
with resolving the matter. 

These are specific skills that not 
everyone possesses. The last thing 
you want when you have a prob- 
lem is to have to resolve it with 
someone who is not able to accu- 
rately and objectively hear — or in- 
terpret — what you have to say, or 
who is not motivated to take action. 
The best way to find out if the re- 
modeler you are considering has 
such skills is to talk to people he or 
she has worked with in the past. 

Ask how the remodeler handled 
a particular problem, Did he focus 
squarely on the problem and an ap- 
propriate solution, or simply on why 
it was not his fault? The thing about 
problems is the difficultly in pre- 
dicting them. They come in so 
many forms. And what is a prob- 
lem for one person may not be a 
problem for somebody else. 

Another consideration during the 
hiring process is whether your con- 
tractor holds regular progress meet- 
ings with you. Doing so can signif 
icantly decrease the chances of a

signed (You did sign a contract, 
tight?) can sometimes help to point 
you in the right direction. Remem- 
ber to keep this in mind before sign- 
ing a contract in the first place. 
Now that you're prepared, it's 
time to bring the problem to your re- 
modeler's attention. When you do 
So, be prepared to hear what he has 
to say. You can't expect him to lis- 
ten to you if you, in turn, have no in- 
terest in his viewpoint. Once every- 
body understands the problem, the 
question is how to resolve it. 
Remember that all involved need 
to feel that they are being treated 
fairly, and with respect. Though usu- 
ally unfounded, being taken ad- 
vantage of is a common fear. A res- 
olution that leaves one participant 
feeling unfairly dealt with can cre- 
ate further problems later - when 
the next problem arises. Be sure to 
record what is decided, as well as 
a time by which the solution is to 
be implemented. Be sure to note 
any costs involved and what por- 
tion is to be handled by whom. 


Everybody should have a copy of 
this information. A good contractor 
will actually do this legwork for you, 
however it's a good idea to keep 
your own original notes, as well. 

The presumption here is that 
you and your remodeler can solve 
the problem on your own. If you 
can’t, you'll need assistance from 
a third party. If the contract you and 
your remodeler signed is a good 
one it will include a “dispute reso- 
lution” clause. 

This clause might provide for 
mediation first. If that is not suc- 
cessful then arbitration, using a 
process that is designed to provide 
a binding decision in a short 
amount of time. 

Most prefer this to litigation, be- 
cause of the uncertainty of time and 
Costs that seems to be an inherent 
part of going to court. 

So keeping a cool head, and 
planning ahead can really help you 
in addressing the inevitable prob- 
lems that will arise during a re- 
model. Of course there is one way 
to guarantee no remodeling prob- 
lems — and that's to not remodel!

Gauchos ride their

Newman has received sup- 
port and best wishes from 
other coaches in the area, too. 
Newman’s own parents, who 
live in San Jose, as well as his 
two sisters, have come to ac- 
cept the gender change. Still, 
professional concerns had to be 
addressed, and Newman did 
not speak to the media until re- 
newing his contract at O’Dowd 
for the 2003-04 school year. 

A few years ago, a case like 
Newman’s might have been 
less a concern at O’Dowd — or 
at any other Catholic high 
school in the Oakland Diocese, 
for that matter. 

O’Dowd serves both 
Catholic and non-Catholic stu- 
dents, same as other Catholic 
schools. But there’s more. 
Overall, the Catholic high 
schools of the Oakland Diocese 
are pretty progressive. And 
O’Dowd might be the most pro- 
gressive of all. 

Still, there were concerns. A 
new bishop, Allen Vigneron, 
soon will take over the diocese 
from retiring Bishop John 
Cummins. Vigneron comes to 
the Oakland Diocese from De- 
troit, a noted conservative hop- 
ing to lead an increasingly pro- 
gressive flock. 

But Newman was un- 
daunted. 

“Transgendering, in general, 
means someone identifies as 
male,” he said. “For me to be 
female would require dramatic 
acting.” 

Newman is not into drama 
(but does become animated at 
times on the sidelines). Still, to 


stay silent for as long as possi- 
ble would have been perhaps 
the easiest route. But it wasn’t 
the right route for Newman. 

“For me, it was just a lie to 
go through this and not let peo- 
ple know who I was,” Newman 
said. “I felt dishonest. I felt 
hypocritical to emphasize being 
honest and open, especially in 
a team setting, (and then to 
keep this quiet). The best 
teams I've coached or have 
been on have been successful 
because they were tight and 
open. For me, (telling others of 
the transgendering) was the 
right thing to do.” 

When O'Dowd volleyball 
starts again in the fall, look for 
a familiar face on the bench. A 
coach who will yell instructions 
to players over the din of the 
crowd, one who will question 
officials’ decisions when he 
thinks those decisions need 
questioning, one who will ex- 
press happiness — and at 
times, the mildest hint of dis- 
gust or chagrin — yet seek to 
keep his team on an even keel 
from one match to the next. 

“This is certainly a place I’ve 
come to love — both for volley- 
ball and then for teaching,” 
said Newman, who recently 
completed his 12th year at O’- 
Dowd.

If you’re a regular of the 
Berkeley cafe and pub scene, 
you've probably seen Andy Stew- 
art’s photographs on the walls of 
the Lanesplitter Pub, Nabalom 
Bakery, Brewed Awakenings or 
Au Coquelet. After touring the 
country for one year, his first ma- 
jor solo show, “Ballroom,” returns 
to Berkeley this month at the 
Photolab Galleries. 

Stewart got his first camera 
— a Kodak Brownie Starlight — 
at age 10 and later took Terry 
Doran’s photography class at 
Berkeley High School, when as 
a senior he built his first dark- 
room.

“Terry was an_ inspiring 
teacher and a wonderful human 
being,” says Stewart, who went 
on to graduate from UC-Berke- 
ley in 1975 and continued his 
study of photographic techniques 
at the ASUC Art Studio. 

Appropriately for the Berke- 
ley born-and-bred artist, Stew- 
art’s current subject of choice is 
an East Bay institution, the bi- 
monthly Gaskell Ball at the Scot- 
tish Rite Temple on Lake Merritt. 
Amid the whirling mazurkas, 
waltzes and polkas of bygone 
times, Stewart captures a feeling, 
frame by frame. 

It’s also fitting that Stewart’s 
work has graduated from the 
beer- and coffee-stained dens of 
the East Bay to a more austere 
setting, because “Ballroom” is 
nothing if not formal. Stewart 
discovered the Gaskell Ballroom 
Society through friends at the Re- 
naissance Fair, where he has 
been photographing for more 
than 20 years. 

“I like to photograph people 
who are dressed up and having 
a good time. They’re more open 
to it,” he says. “I just love all the 
costumes.” 

“Ballroom” consists of 40 
black-and-white photographs, the 
result of seven years’ observation 
of the Victorian-era recreations. 
Stewart reproduces both the 
warmth and the movement of the 
dancers, setting his work apart 
from more traditional, stylized 
dance photographs. 

“I want to capture a sense of 
the motion,” says the photogra- 
pher. “I’m also trying to capture 
the light that’s there, and a sense 
of an ambient atmosphere. You 
shoot more subtly without a flash 
— you blend in.” 

To blend in further, Stewart 
dresses in tie and tails, like many 
of the Gaskell Ball attendees. His

equipment helps him remain un- 
obtrusive. Stewart uses a small 
Leica M-6 35 mm camera, and 
no flash. He says this results in 
the dancers interacting in a more 
natural way, rather than posing. 
“People are more open to be- 
ing themselves, rather than 
putting on their masks for the 
camera,” he says. “The M6 is my 
favorite because it’s quiet and I 
can hand-hold it to slower shut- 
ter speeds. It’s inconspicuous, 
and has one of the best lenses.” 
The results are scenes frozen 
in time. “I think the series has a 
timeless quality,” Stewart says. 
“] like the look of the black-and- 
white. It has a little bit more of 
a nostalgic or romantic feel.” 
The romance of the camera 
never disappeared for Stewart. 
Even as he worked for 25 years 
as a carpenter, he labored equally 


in the darkroom, sometimes sell- 
ing his prints on Telegraph Av- 
enue. 

The purchase of the M-6 in 
the early 1990s marked a more 
serious turn toward profession- 
alism, which included Frank Es- 
pada’s tutelage in fine prints. 

“Tt is said, when you are ready 
for a teacher one will appear!” 
Stewart says. He’s since left the 
tools of the carpentry trade be- 
hind. 

Stewart’s show sends a mes- 
sage to a disconnected world, 
says Heather Snider of San Fran- 
cisco’s Nichols Gallery. 

“Tt shows a faith in human in- 
teraction,” she says. “Old and 
young people are coming to- 
gether in a formalized way. It’s 
romantic in the sense that it has 
this sort of love — just the ges- 
tures of people holding each

other.” 

“You feel like there’s a gravi- 
tation, people pulling together or 
moving forward together,” Snider 
says. “They must do this because 
it’s nice to touch each other.” 

It’s through these images of 
humankind’s oldest courting rit- 
ual that Stewart captures the 
need for human contact offset by 
a constant motion: a shoeless 
dancer’s foot beneath a flowing 
formal gown, a young raven- 
haired couple juxtaposed with a 
pair of white heads; a hand on 
the shoulder or the small of the 
back; a pair of eyes radiating 
warmth at each other, as if no 
one else in the world can see. 
The photos could have been 
taken yesterday, or 100 years ago, 
but they speak to the universal 
human desire: to reach out and 
touch. 


something? For the second 

year in a row, the Berkeley- 
based theater company is offer- 
ing an original comic take on 
one of Shakespeare’s towering 
tragedies.

When the old 
woman tells their fortune, the 
two sisters learn that one of 
them will take over the com- 
pany, and there is a murder 
ahead!”

known stories, such as “Los 
Chilenos in California.” Ramon 
Navarro recounts the 1850s arrest 
and sadistic execution of Chileans 
who were ordered to abandon a 
gold vein they had staked — a 
stark reminder of longstanding 
anti-immigrant impulses. 

The editor, a UC Berkeley 
Latin-Ametican studies graduate, 
had his finger on the pulse, his 
peers say. 

“Rick Heide has a Latino eye- 
ball,” said Herrera.

60s.” 

The three-page excerpt from 
Octavio Paz’s “Labyrinth of Soli- 
tude” is but one demonstration of 
Heide’s editorial acumen, Herrera 
said. 

Alongside famous authors like 
Paz, Pablo Neruda, Richard Ro- 
driguez and Allende are star turns 
by celebrities such as Joan Baez, 
Anthony Quinn and Juan 
Marichal. Baez tells of her iden- 
tity conflict as the non-Spanish- 
speaking daughter of Mexican- 
Americans, finally winning 
popularity among Redlands High 
School's factions with her ukulele 
playing and singing. 

Marichal’s explanation of how

On the other hand, the running 
joke about Gavilan’s phone con- 
tinually going off at the wrong 
moment feels so five years ago.

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Film captures one family’s disintegrat;

If you’re at a cocktail party 
this summer and you're chatting 
with two other people who have 
just discovered they’ve both seen 
“Capturing the Friedmans” and 
you haven't, consider yourself 
conversationally dead in the wa- 
ter. They’ll be arguing and ges- 
ticulating and you'll be the third 
wheel. The only reasonable so- 
lution is to see this forceful, ab- 
sorbing and painful documentary 
for yourself. 

It is about the absolute de- 
struction of a Long Island fam- 
ily. The father, Arnold Friedman, 
was a popular high-school sci- 
ence teacher, who used the base- 
ment of his home to teach ex- 
tracurricular computer classes to 
neighborhood boys. 

His three sons — David, Seth 
and Jesse — were dorky replicas 
of their father. Meanwhile the 
standoffish mother, Elaine, was 
largely left out of the inner cir- 
cle, never in on the jokes the 
male Friedmans reveled in, and 
tragically for everyone involved, 
despised by her progeny. 

In 1987, Arnold and Jesse 
were accused of sexually abusing 
many of the boys who attended 
the computer classes and in 1988, 
both went to prison after plead- 
ing guilty to multiple counts of 
abuse. 

No physical evidence ever 
turned up to support the claims, 
and some members of the com- 
munity insisted all along that the 
allegations were false, bora out 
of the same sort of witch-hunt 
hysteria that led to the infamous 
McMartin preschool abuse case. 

But an earlier investigation of 
child pornography rings had cor- 
rectly identified Arnold Friedman 
as someone who mail-ordered 
magazines catering to pedophiles 
with a predilection for young 
boys. As the film goes on, Arnold 
makes other deeply damning ad- 
missions, and it becomes in- 
creasingly impossible to know 
what the truth is.

The film is a roller coaster, 
brilliantly edited to maximize 
how elusive facts really are, es- 
pecially in an emotional family 
dynamic. 

The whole sordid story is re- 
counted in a pastiche of televi- 
sion footage of the case, con- 
temporary interviews with 
several family members (Seth re- 
fused to participate), and through 
the Friedmans’ considerable col- 
lection of home movies. 

At this year’s Sundance Film 
Festival, the film went home with 
the Grand Prize, a fine honor for 
director Andrew Jarecki, who 
had previously made only one 
short film, more than a decade 
ago. Perhaps a more lasting 
honor is the reaction it incites in 
viewers. Everyone has a differ- 
ent take on the film — it shifts 
points of view as provocatively 
as that great classic Japanese 
film “Rashomon” — but what all 
viewers have in common is a des- 
perate need to discuss it. 

There are scenes where the 
Friedmans become so uncom- 
fortably real that we recoil. 
Watching the home footage of 
the family’s Seder dinner, held 
in the middle of Arnold’s trial, is 
positively gruesome, as the boys 
bicker and abuse their unhappy 
mother and Arnold sits by, prac- 
tically mute. His face refuses to 
register what’s going on around 
him. He’s wearing the expression 
of a stereotypical 1950s father,

It’s as if he 
hopes, by wearing the right ex- 
pression, to make it all go away. 

What he is in these moments 
is an actor, as are Elaine, Jesse 
and certainly David. They are not 
working actors in the classic 
sense, but rather members of the 
largest unrecognized union in 
America: the fantasy players. 
Arnold is playing the role of a 
“normal” man. 

We are a people obsessed 
with self-image, to the point 
where most of us can admit that 
we’ve imagined this or that as- 
pect of our lives blown up large 
on the big screen plenty of times, 
no matter how far we live from 
Hollywood. (Of course, we dress 
up our lives in our mental 
movies, improving our dialogue, 
outfitting ourselves in better 
clothes, and setting it all toa 


theme song, in the manner of 
“Ally McBeal.”) 

Whether consciously or not, 
Jarecki plays up this juxtaposi- 
tion between reality and the de- 
sired self-image by shooting his 
fresh footage of Great Neck in 
pure Technicolor glory. 

The camera cruises overhead 
or low to the ground, showing us 
how “Breakfast in America” it all 
looks externally — green, lush 
and well cared for — just the way 
we picture the perfect life. In con- 
trast, the home movies seem 
muddy, shaking at times with 
emotion, at times with ama- 
teurism. Neither view is a com- 
plete truth, and the contrast helps 
us remember that. 

The Friedmans were highly 
susceptible to the tendency to be 
fantasy players in their own lives 
for two reasons.

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MOTOR MATTERS 

More than 40 thousand dollars 
for a pickup truck? That was my 
question when the Silverado SS ar- 
rived in my driveway. It took me a 
week to arrive at a conclusion. 

There are a number of reasons 
this pickup is different from the oth- 
ers, but the main reason can be 
found in the emblem on the side of 
the truck with two letters: SS. 

Those initials stand for Super 
Sport — a heritage that dates back 
more than 40 years. 

In a sense, the Silverado SS is 
a combination of a pickup truck and 


sports car. Sports cars have pow- 
erful engines with quick get-up-and- 
go ability, as does the SS truck. 

Under the hood is a Vortec 6000 
V8 engine that produces 345 horse- 
power and 380 pounds-foot of 
torque. 

My tester had a four-speed au- 
tomatic transmission that smoothly 
and flawlessly shifted with ease. 

The Silverado SS also has four- 
wheel anti-lock brakes and full-time 
all-wheel drive to provide better trac- 
tion on wet or slippery roads, yet 
the $40,620 kept gnawing at me: 
that's a lot of money for a pickup

truck. 

On the other hand, this vehicle 
could accommodate my various 
needs. Sometimes | like to drive 
sports cars. At other times | need 
to haul cargo. This vehicle let me 
do both. 

Behind the rear seats in the ex- 
tended cab is a truck bed that is 78 
inches long and 50 inches wide (be- 


tween the wheelhousing). This truck 
could easily serve as a workhorse, 
towing up to 7,500 pounds 

My tester had 20-inch radial tires 
mounted on very attractive alu- 
minum wheels.

recognize the needs of pregnant women 
when designing features for new vehicles. 
That's why Lupton was in Evanston, Ill. — 
to update tomorrow’s engineers on tools 
of the trade not found in textbooks. 

Before the class he led us to a room for 
an up-close and personal example of how 
the empathy belly, more commonly called 
the “pregnancy suit” but hence to be known 
as the suit from hell, worked. 

The SFH is a canvas vest designed for 
husbands to wear to more fully appreciate 
the trials and tribulations wives go through 
during pregnancy. 

The SFH is now a staple for Ford er- 
gonomics engineers after a young staff 
member encountered it while attending a 
Lamaze class with his wife. Ford bought two. 

The thinking is that if engineers are go- 
ing to make systems and controls easy for 
the pregnant woman to use, they first must 
spend a day in their shoes, er, belly and 
breasts, feeling their pain in the rib cage, 
backache, weak bladder and waddling. 

Ergonomic engineers apply their skills 
while wearing the SFH, which simulates the 
ninth month of pregnancy. To understand 
what the ergonomics engineers go through, 
we submitted to the suit. 

Designed by a dominatrix, the SFH is a 
vest with built-in breasts, slide-in 13-pound 
water bladder in the stomach pouch to sim- 
ulate a fetus and a pair of slide-in 7-pound 
lead weights to torture the bladder. 

Before strapping it on, you must have 
your rib cage wrapped in a wide strip of 
Velcro cloth to ensure that if the 13-pound 
water bladder and 14 pounds of lead 
weights don't get you thinking of the plight 
of the pregnant woman, the lack of oxygen 
to the lungs will. 

With the straps, ties and weights in 
place, Lupton slipped a smock over our 
head to cover the hardware “so that you 
don’t look silly” in walking out of the build- 
ing to the waiting Lincoln Navigator to see 
how the suit works. 

Our comment to Lupton cannot be 
printed, much less repeated. 

It takes the SFH about five seconds be- 
fore the weight brings on back pains, about 
six seconds before the Velcro corset has 
you gasping for breath, about seven sec- 
onds before you waddle rather than walk 
and about eight seconds before celibacy 
starts to sound good. 

Upon reaching the Navigator, the auto- 
matic running board that slips out when en- 
tering or exiting and retracts when the door 
is closed was just what was needed to get 
into the front seat. 

Lupton smiled. One example of how the 
SFH prompted changes to relieve a chore. 

But the two primary vehicles benefiting 
from the SFH are the 2004 Mercury Mon- 
terey and Ford Freestar (formerly Windstar) 
minivans. 

Using the suit resulted in the addition of 
grab handles over the doors, power ad- 
justable brake/gas pedals, driver's seat ver- 
tical height adjustment and adjustable steer- 
ing wheel so pregnant women can 
enter/exit and fit comfortably in the seat. 

Also, thanks to the SFH, second-row 
seats will fold out of the way with a pull of 
a lever, and third-row seat backs will fold 
flat by simply pulling a strap — requiring 
minimal effort of a pregnant woman. 

A power liftgate that opens and closes 
by pressing the key fob will be a new op- 


- tion to minimize the chore for the pregnant 


woman, though the fact that Chrysler now 


- offers power liftgates on its vans probably 


influenced that, too. 

But by designing a vehicle to benefit the 
pregnant women or the older motorist, 
young and nonexpectant motorists appear 
to be the losers. 

Un-uh, Lupton said. 

“When you design for one segment of 
the population, you aid all the population. 
When you make instruments easier to read 
for older people, you make them easier to 
read for the young, too. When it takes less 
effort for a pregnant woman to fold seats, 
it takes less effort for everyone to fold 
seats,” he said. 

“When you design a vehicle to help the 


- old or the pregnant, you help the young at 
_ the same time, without the young ever 


knowing it,” he said. 
Lupton said the SFH is going to be used 
“in designing our family haulers — vans, 


SUVs and now, with the refocus on cars, our 
~ sedans,” including the Ford Five Hundred 
~ and Mercury Montego for ‘05 and the Ford 


Futura replacement for the Taurus for ‘06. 


the unique information center within the in- 
strument cluster reports many functions 
such as “Ice Possible” and “Door Ajar.” It 
also provides odometer readings. 

Other features worth noting are the dual- 
zone climate control system and the eight- 
button steering wheel controls. No two 
ways about it: this truck has a load of 
thoughtful features that elevate it to a class 
of its own. 

The rear seats are easy to get into as 


there isn’t a center post to obstruct entry. 
| sat in the rear while a friend drove and 
concluded that | was quite comfortable with 
plenty of room for my legs and feet, simi- 
lar to the rear seat of a mid-size or full-size 
sedan. 

Compared to some other extended 
cabs, the Silverado is a winner. 

But is it worth $40,620? If you like sports 
cars and need a truck, the answer is a def- 
inite yes.

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Resist the temptation to install a lower 
temperature-rated thermostat, as it will have 
no effect on high-temperature operation 
and the engine will run too cool during mild 
weather, increasing engine wear and ex- 
haust emissions. 

Does the engine run properly? Incor- 
rect ignition timing, a lean air-fuel ratio or 
a restricted exhaust system can increase 
operating temperature beyond normal. 

Are the radiator fan shroud and lower 
air dam present and undamaged? Are the 
A-C condenser and radiator cooling fins re- 
stricted with bugs or debris? Blowing com- 
pressed air across the backside of the ra- 
diator will often dislodge a surprising cloud 
of efficiency-reducing dirt. 

Now to the fan clutch. The mechanical 
cooling fan should lumber along at reduced 
speed during cool to normal conditions but 
engage fully at around 230 degrees. 

If you haven't noticed a roar (substan- 
tially increased fan noise) as the engine 
temperature passes this range, the fan 
clutch might be faulty. This part is a bit 
pricey, but installation is simple. (A major- 
ity of automobiles now use an electric cool- 
ing fan. It should turn on — and it’s also

Her mother, the principal of an ele- 
mentary school, had purchased the Ply- 
mouth because she was uncomfortable in 
the heat of the summer of 1968. Her 1963 
Plymouth Valiant did not have air condi- 
tioning. On Aug. 17, 1968, she went to a 
Plymouth dealer and traded her black 
Valiant for a new mist green Satellite with 
air conditioning. 

The new Plymouth came with vinyl 
trimmed bench seats, a 318-cubic-inch V8 
engine with a two-barrel carburetor. The 


transaction was completed, she owed 


$2,893. 

Hughes soon purchased a car of her 
own and returned the Plymouth to her 
mother. She continued to drive the Satel- 
lite sparingly until 1990 when it either had 
to be replaced or given a mechanical fresh- 
ening up. 

“My mother preferred the Satellite to a 
new car,” Hughes explains, “so we 
arranged to have it restored mechanically.”

In July, about 50 Pontiac Aztek campers 
are expected to gather for the third annual 
Northeast Aztek Rally at a campground near 
Lehigh Valley, Pa. It may be a requiem for 
the Aztek, which was described in two words 
by one automotive journalist as “Ug Lee.” 

Industry analysts say General Motors 
plans to end production of the controver- 
sial sport utility by year-end 2004 due to 
lower-than-expected sales. Pontiac officials 
won't confirm its death; they say it will be 
in showrooms for the “foreseeable future” 
and is even being “freshened” this year. 

In any case, Aztek has its fans, like those 
who plan to attend the July gathering. Joe 
Garcia, a 40-year-old computer engineer 
in Allentown, Pa., and owner of a 2001 arc- 
tic white Aztek GT, met Steve Buonocore, 
a 41-year-old systems engineer with a New 
York investment bank and owner of a red

online chatting about their vehicles. 

They figured other Aztek families might 
want to meet, so they arranged a rally at 
which about a half-dozen Aztek owners 
showed up.

My sweet memories of Pineap- 
ple Upside-Down Cake go back to 
childhood. | counted myself lucky if 
| was able to retrieve a portion of the 
softened pineapple that stuck to the 
bottom of the skillet. These morsels 
only increased my anticipation for 
the time when a real slice would 
come accompanied by a dollop of 
sweetened cream. 

This Southern delight is noted for 
being baked in a cast-iron skillet. Our 
Test Kitchens’ skillets got a workout 
as we tested recipes in search of the 
all-time best. 

The cake that wowed us came 
from “My Mother's Southern Dessert” 
by James and Martha Pearl Villas. 
The gooey pineapple and cherries 
coated with a buttery brown sugar 
glaze were scrumptious. But it was 
the cake base that tasted like no 
other — light and tender. The pineap- 
ple juice helped add volume and fla- 
vor, while the egg whites folded into 
the batter lightened it. If you're short 
on time, check out our express ver- 
sion, which uses a cake mix. 

When inverting the cake, make 
sure the plate is larger than the skil- 
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Skillet pineapple upside-down cake 
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let to catch additional fruit juices, You 
may be fortunate enough to sneak 
a bite of sticky topping and crumbs 
hot from the skillet. 


SKILLET PINEAPPLE 
UPSIDE-DOWN CAKE 

V4 cup butter 

2/3 cup firmly packed light or

Melt butter in a 9-inch cast-iron 
skillet. Spread brown sugar evenly 
over bottom of skillet. Drain pineap- 
ple, reserving 4 cup juice; set juice 
aside. Arrange pineapple slices in a 
single layer over brown sugar mix- 
ture, and place a cherry in center of 
each pineapple ring; set skillet aside. 

Beat egg yolks at medium speed 
with an electric mixer until thick and 
lemon-colored; gradually add gran- 
ulated sugar, beating well. 


Heat reserved pineapple juice in 
a small saucepan over low heat. 
Gradually add juice mixture to the 
yolk mixture, beating until blended. 

Combine all-purpose flour, salt, 
and baking powder; add dry ingre- 
dients to the yolk mixture, beating at 
low speed with electric mixer until 
blended. 

Beat egg whites until stiff peaks 
form; fold egg whites into batter. 
Spoon batter evenly over pineapple 
slices. 

Bake at 325 degrees for 45 to 50 
minutes, Cool cake in skillet 30 min- 
utes; invert cake onto a serving plate. 
Serve warm or cold with whipped 
cream or ice cream, if desired. 

Makes 8 to 10 servings. Prep 
time: 20 minutes, baking time: 50 
minutes, cooling time: 30 minutes. 

Note: Use a cast-iron skillet that 
measures 9 inches across the bot- 
tom to be sure the cake doesn't over- 
flow. We used light brown sugar for 
the cake in our photo, but you can 
use whichever type you have on 
hand.

bricks hold moisture, so algae 
grows on them, and they need to 
be power-washed regularly. But 
concrete pavers do not hold mois- 
ture, the experts say. 

Interlocking pavers come ina 
variety of colors. Home centers 
generally carry three or four styles, 
but there are at least 40 that can 
be ordered. 

The pavers are typically smaller 
than bricks, so they lay more 
quickly. The interlocking tabs au- 
tomatically create proper spacing, 
and result in less shifting than you 
get with brick pavers. 

A 4-by-20-foot walkway or 8-by- 
10-foot patio should take eight to 
12 hours, depending on skill. 

Installation time does not in- 
clude removal of existing surfaces, 
such as grass and concrete walk- 
ways or patios, which can require 
demolition, 

Getting to a proper foundation 
requires removing material 7 3/8 
inches deep, because the pavers 
require a 4-inch base of crushed 
rock. 

A layer of concrete sand, called 
“double O,” is used to fill out the 
base for the pavers. The sand has 
tiny pebbles in it. 

Try to prepare the site well in 
advance of paver installation. If you

Leveling and getting the patio 
or sidewalk to drain away from the 
house are two things that can drive 
do-it-yourselfers crazy. 

For proper drainage, you 
should pitch the patio or sidewalk 
three-quarters of an inch every four 
feet, although some do it an inch 
every four feet. 

To keep it level, you should use 
two 1-inch-diameter pipes and run 
the screed, a board used to spread 
the crushed stone, in between 
them. 

To make design easier, outline 
the dimensions with a garden 
hose, (This also works in garden 
and pond design.) 

Working with pavers does not 
require many tools for the do-it- 
yourselfer: safety glasses, a spade, 
gloves, and a push broom for the 
filler sand. 

To cut the pavers, and that is al- 
ways necessary, use a brick chisel 
and a 4-pound mallet. Draw a line 
on the brick, then score it with the 
edge of a cold chisel that has a 
blade wider than the brick face. 

Put the chisel on the score line, 
then strike it with the mallet. The 
cut should be clean.

tangular, designs are limited to 
three basic patterns: running bond, 
also called jack on jack; herring- 
bone; and basketweave. 

Bricks can be used to create an 
overlapping-arc design, but getting 
the proper spacing is difficult. 
Bricks should have 1/8 inch to 1/16 
inch of space between them to al- 
low for expansion and contraction. 

Because brick pavers are the 
same size and shape, it is easier 
to estimate the number needed, 
The ratio is 4.75 bricks per square 
foot, so if you have a 100-square- 
foot project, you will need 475 
bricks, plus 5 percent more for 
breakage. 

With concrete pavers, the de- 
sign dictates how many you will 
need. Dry-fit the pavers into a 
square foot, multiply the number 
by the total square footage, then 
add 5 percent to the total for mis- 
takes. 

Proper edging of brick-paver 
walks and other surfaces reduces 
the chances of pavers shifting 
when you walk on them. 

Edging bricks, called sailors, 
are embedded vertically in a nar- 
row trench around the perimeter, 
with the top of the sailor level with 
the pavers to be laid horizontally. 
Once the edging is completed, the 
bricks are laid from corner to cor-

When all the brick pavers have 
been laid, sand or mason's silica 
is worked from the middle of the 
surface between the pavers with a 
broom. 

The bricks are then tamped to 
level the surface. 

Interlocking-paver installation is 
similar, except that you begin at 
the center and work out to the 
edges. Pavers that are cut should 
be in areas where they are not as 
noticeable. 

Edging material is usually in- 
stalled after all the interlocking 
pavers have been laid. 

Sand also is used to fill in the 
joints, and a power tamper is a 
handy tool to make sure that the 
surface is level. 

Whatever you do, do not wash 
the excess sand off with a hose. 
The sand will eventually work itself 
between the joints.
